Washington, October 9.—(P)—. 
President Coolidge today came to she 
aid of the’ cotton farmer by appoint- 
ing a special government board to 
assist him in solving the problem 
brought about by a slump in cotton 
prices. 

The board will join with other agen- 
cies of both federal and state govern- 
ments already at work, and will de- 
vote special attention fo devising or- 
derly methods of disposing of the large 
cotton stock on hand. 

The president acted in the belief 
that the situation could be met by a 
proper coordination of all agencies 
endeavoring to assist in the work, as 
he has been informed by his official 
advisers that the situation presented 
no occasion for “panicky” views.

seen Saturday by Atlanta bankers, 
cotton dealers and government experts. 

On top of these developments came 
the announcement that the Georgia 
Cotton Growers’ Cooperative Market- 
ing association would withdraw all 
cotton handled by that association from 
the market under present conditions. 
Resolutions authorizing this course 
were adopted by the board of directors, 
according to J. E. Conwell, president. 

Another development of benefit to 
the cotton merchants, producers and 
others in the cotton trade was the es- 
tablishment Saturday of a weekly re- 
port of the designated spot cotton mar- 


kets which will be issued by the At- 
lanta office of the Cotton Marketing 
division o fthe United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, of which George 
A. Donegin is in charge. Heretofore, 
this information has only been avai- 
lable to southeastern cotton interests 
from the Washington office of the di- 
vision, it is said. 
Buying Increases 
The most significant sign of an op- 


was the report of increased purchasing 
by investment buyers and trade buy- 
ers. It was pointed out that the in- 
vestment buyer usually purchased 
when all signs show that the future 
trend of prices will be upward. Trade 
buyers make their purchases for the 
same reason and the increases in the 
purchases of these two classes are re- 
garded as significant of the fact that 
in the future the price trend will be 
upward.

Meanwhile attorneys representing 
the city government and banks of the 
clearing house association will hold 
several conferences relative to the le- 
sality of this procedure in the hope 
that the banks will handle the money 
at the regular legal diseount rates. 

Dr. R. M. Eubanks, president of 
the board of eduecaton, stated Satur- 
day night the procedure will be fol- 
lowed in the hope that the banks will 
be able to handle the paper.

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OKLAHOMA SUFFERS 


FROM HEAVY RAINS.

“The tire business grew too fast,” 
says a Genéral tire bulletin. “It 
sprang to great size in a very short 
time as an accessory to the automo- 
bile, though it is obvious that there 
would be no auto industry as it is 
known today if tire men had not im- 
proved and developed their product 
much more rapidly than the car manu- 
facturers did their own. If tires had 
not improved almost incredibly in 
a few years, very few men would be 
rich enough to buy the ,tire mileage 
that most car-owners néw seem to 
take for granted. As we _ recently 
showed by a comparison of 1913 price 
lists with today’s prices, and a compar- 
ison of the old 3,500-mile tire guar- 
antee with the ‘second 10,000 miles’ 
the modern motorist expects from a 
good tire, it wonld cost a Ford own- 
or $992 to get $20,000 tire miles from 
his four wheels. Twenty thousand 


| miles in the 33x5 size based on 1913 


would cose $1,920 for four wheels. 


“As stated before, the tire business 
grew too fast, up to 1920 and ‘21, 
when with every other business it re- 
ceived a severe check. Two-thirds of 
the tire companies failed then, or were 
absorbed or reorganized. Many of the 
survivors found themselves laden with 
immense factories—much larger than 
they really required or could use in 
the regular way. For there had been 
a grand rush for size and glory jn tire- 
dom for years; there seemed to be lit- 
tle looking forward, and much faith 
that the post-war boom would never 
end. Unless the idle acres of floor 
space could be occupied by something 
productive, they continued to stand 
as so much overhead expense. Vari- 
ous ventures were undertaken to meet 
this condition. Some manufacturers 
entered the mechanical goods field. A 
number of large tire manufacturers 
are making many cheap tires for mail 
order house—quietly, of course, though 
the mail order tires frequently get 
into direct competition with their reg- 
ular lines, 
not been cleared up completelr, even 
after five vears of reorganization.

But 
this is not widespread enough to make 
it possible to say the tariff is an is- 
sue. 

Prosperity up to date, taking the 
country as a whole, has been all that 


anybody could wish. Nobody doubts 
the prosperity will continue until 
after the election. Indeed the writer 
knows no dependable business prophet 
who claims to be able to see any defi- 
nite end to the present era of pros- 
perity, taking the country as a whole. 

In spots the prosperity is beginning 
to creak. In New England the textile 
industries are in a condition § that 
causes concern to local New England 
republican candidates for reelection. 
This, probably, accounts for the hint 
credited to Senator Butler, of Masga- 
chusetts, that the tariff on some com- 
modities ought to be raised upward to 
benefit the textile industry and some 
others. That the chairman of the re- 
publican national committee should 
even hint a- suggestion about the tariff 
being revised upward, argues a 
changed psychology—changed in the 
direction of hope and confidence—in 
republican quarters. Until very re- 
cently all the initiative and aggressive- 
ness about the tariff was on the part 
ot the democrats. 

There are other spots in which the 
prosperity creaks. In the south, the 
price of cotton is low. That fact will 
not make much difference as between 
republicans and democrats, fur prac- 
tically every state and congressional 
district in which cotton is raised, is 
democratic and will continue to be 
so. The low price of cotton, however. 
may have a political result later on; 
it may cause the southern democrats 
to be willing to combine with the 
western republicans on a program of 
legislation and political activity hostile 
to President Coolidgeand his policies.

We have run into a period when 
polities is extraordinarily decentral- 
ized, in which there are many local fig- 
ures active in politics but few national 
figures—few personalities so salient 
as to cause curiosity about them in 
sections of the country distant from 
their own commutaities. A writer feels 
sometimes that there is risk of fall- 
ing into the way of writing for the 
fraternity of politicians, and conse- 
quently becoming eryptic to the gen- 
eral public.

The War Debts—Commercial or Moral?

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legislative act by congress to authorize 
the making of these loans by the gov- 
ernment. It was an unusual and ab- 
normal thing for the government to 
do, and, therefore, required not only a 
special act by congress, but a special 
justification py congress for taking the 
action. So we may ask: How did they 
justify this unusual action to our pco- 
ple? Way did they authorize these un- 
usual loans? 

A well-accepted prineiple for the in- 
ternretation of a legislative act is to 
appeal to the reasons given by the 
members of the legislature at the time 
of its enactment. The reeord shows 
that speaker after speaker justified tiie | 
vranting of these credits on the grouud 
that “the allies were fighting the cause 
of America.” Representative Mann, 
the floor leader of the republican 
party, said. amid tremendous applause, 
“We are not prepared to fight wiih 
our army, but there is one way in 
which we are prepared to engage in 
a war. The only way left to us is to 
finance those nations who are fighting 
eur enemy.” 

Instantly we see this was not the 
act of a but a political war 
measure, of a government acting im 


aiiliance with other governmeats 
against a common enemy..The money 
was loaned, not for the sake of inter- 
est profits, but for the purpose of 
fighting the enemy. Is this interpre- 
fation in accord with the facts? In 
1917, in our declaration of war against 
Germany, we distinctly declared that 
we were inaking war in defense of cer- 
' tain vital interests of this government, 
which must be preserved and defended. 
We did not for @ moment claim that 
we were fighting in order to help our 
allies win their war, but in every way 
possible we proclaimed to the world 
that this was our war. It makes no 
difference now that many of our peo- 
ple may have changed their views eon- 
cerning the issue involved. The ques- 
tion is not what we think now, but 
what we thought then, and what we 
officially said then, in determining our 
moral obligations.

A Ministerial Family. 
In brief, the story of Marie Wal- 


prisoner had been born in Strassburg, 
Germany, of a family of ministers. 
His father and two brothers were min- 
isters in Strassburg and Hoch himself 
was educated for this field, but he 
abandoned the idea—as well as his 
legitimate wife—to come to 
United States in the early ’90s.

The sickening record of his poly- 
gamies and murders starts with Mrs. 
Martha Steinbucher, whom he mar- 
ried in 1895 only to lose her four 
months later. When this woman was 
dying she declared to neighbors that 
she had been poisoned, but they 
thought she was delirious. Had they 
not thought so, the record of Hoch’s 
fatal marriages would probably have 
been much shorter. 

After burying this wife Hoeh sold 
her property for $4,000 and disap- 
peared. 

In November, 1895, he married 
Mary Rankin in Chicago and disap- 
peared with her money the following 
day. Five months later he married 
Martha Hertzfeld, taking a profit of 
$600. The following August he trap- 
ped Mary Schultz, who died shortly 
afterward, he again taking a modest

Then he married Julia Dose 
in Hamilton, Ohio, deserting her on 
her wedding day with $600 of her 
money. 

At this point there is an interval 
of more than two years in Hoch’s 
career as a wedder of middle-aged 
The explanation is that he 
was arrested in Chicago for selling 
mortgaged furniture and sent to the 
house of correction for two years. 


Quickly Identified 


Upon his release he resumed his

He married Anna Goehrke in No- 
vember, 1901, and deserted her im- 
mediately. 

He married Mrs. Mary Becker in 
April, 1902, in St. Louis, and she 
died in 1903. 

He married Mrs. Anna Hendrickson 
in January, 1904, in Chicago, and left 
her eighteen days later with $500. 


He married Lena Hoch in June, 
1904, in Milwaukee, and she died 
three weeks later, leaving her be- 


reaved husband $1,500. 


Under the name of John Schmidt 
he went through a ceremony with 
Mrs. Caroline Streicher in Philadel- 
phia, October 20, 1904. Eleven days 
later he disappeared and subsequent- 
ly registered at Mrs. Kate Bower’s ho- 
tel,.674 East 63d street, Chicago. He 
was living there when he visited the 
Chicago City bank to negotiate about 
the renting of a cottage on Union 
avenue, 

Hoch represented himself as hold- 
ing a responsible position with Armour 
& Co., and succeeded in procuring the 
house. It was this coftage into which 
he brought Marie Walcker. 

Upon his return to Chicago the 
prisoner was confronted by five of 
his former mates. He was identified 
vociferously. 

Johann Hoch went on trial in May, 
1905, for the murder of Marie Walck- 
er and was found guilty. The date 
of his execution was sef*for June 23, 
but on the morning of the last day a 
Miss Cora Wilson came to the rescue 
by advancing sufficient money to car 
ry on the fight to the Supreme court. 

Miss Wilson claimed she had never 
seen Hoch, but she desired that he be 
given every opportunity to prove his 
innocence,

Belief About Christ—Faith About 
Christ. 
T IS AN intellectual and spiritual 
necessity that we should have an 
adequate belief about Christ. 

At the same time 
there is a_ very 
great difference be- 
tween belief about 
Christ and faith in 
Christ. It has been 
truly and forcefully 
said ‘‘Any faith in 
Him however small 
is better than any 


belief about Him. 
l. 
A mere beliet 


about the spiritual 
verities goes no far- 
ther than the iniel- 
ectual logical processes. Christianity 
is essentially a belief not in a system, 
but in God, a belief not in a creed bul 
in Christ, a belief not about a dogma 
but in a person. 

A man may be so traditionally or- 
thodox in his opinion that the great- 
est stickler for orthodoxy could de- 
tect no flaw in his belief and yet be 
utterly destitute of true picty. 


1. No senseless tirade should be 
made against the historic creeds. They 
have performed and continue to per- 
form a necessary function. 


However, a churchman may swal- 
low every letter of all the ancient 
creeds withoutany feeling of intellec- 
tual difficulty and remain without the 
Christ in his life. Men have held with- 
out question to the Apostle’s Creed 
and to the Nicene Creed and yet have 
been cruel towards their fellowmen 
with a mercilessness of zeal which put 
them to death. It is painfully de- 
pressing to think of the bloodshed 
which has followed a fanatical devo- 
tion to religious creeds. 


Aside from the more tragical phase 
which results from a blind devotion to 
a creed within itself, the creed leaves 
the life without any transformation of 
spirit. 

As a Roman Catholic you may bhe- 
lieve in the Immaculate Conception 
and be anything but immaculate your- 
self. 

As an Episcopalian, you may swal- 
low without any hesitation the doc- 
trine of apostolic succession, without 
having any of the apostolic spirit. 

As a Baptist or Presbyterian, you 
may hold unswervingly to tre final 
perseverance of the saints and yet be 
very far from persevering in your 
own conduct. 

As a Methodist you may receive 
without question the possibility of 
Apostasy cal then practice it in order, 
I suppose, to be consistent with your 
belief. 

The church at different times in her 
history has drawn up creeds and pro- 
nounced anathemas on all who dared 
to differ, but good peaple have 
borne her anathemas and have gone 
on singing, shouting, praying, believ- 
-wg and loving their way to heaven. 


2. You may believe all the con- 
tents of the Bible, even to the in- 
spiration of the punctuation mark, 
and at the same time remain un- 
Christian in your spirit and conduct. 

You may hold tenaciously to the 
doctrine of future retribution and all 
the time be storing up against your- 
self vengeance in the day of wrath. 
You may hold without any shadow ot 
doubt to all the miracles and have no 
miracle of grace in your own life. You 
may believe that the Bible is the 
Word of God without any mixture ot 
-“human error or infirmity, and remain 
worldly, selfish, avaricious, intolerant 
and uncharitable.
